Some inquiries have been made 
concerning a special registration 
day in the North End. Such a spe- 
cial day was set two years ago, 
Mrs. McCamy pointed out, but the 
results were very poor.

The city council approved a/ payment of $8000 te the archi- 
tectural firm of Satterlee and Smith for services rendered thus 
far, at a special meeting last Monday night. The partial fee pay- 
ment will permit the architects to proceed with final ‘plans for 
the Youth Center Building; final plans for the Fire Department 
Building have been finished. Estimated cost of the Youth build- 
ing is $142,000 plus about $11,000 for the architect. Estimated 
cost of the Fire house is $109,000 plus about $9000 architect fee. 
An additional sum of $35,000 is expected to be incurred in aceess 


roads and site improvement.

Police News Review

Greenbelt Chief of Police Jim 
Williams is now accepting applica- 
tions for the additional full-time 
police officer that was authorized 
by the city council at its last meet- 
ing. The new man, who will bring 
the total full-time-city force to a 
total of four officers, will be used 
on the six p.m. to two a.m. shift. 

This will place two officers in 
patrol cars on duty during this en- 
tire period. At the present only 
one man is on duty after 11 p.m. 
The job has a starting salary of 
$4000 but requires a one-year pro- 
bationary period at $3600. Chief 
Williams is hopeful of getting one 
mare full-time officer for his force. 

There has been less trouble from 
juveniles so far this summer than 
previous summers, Chief Williams 
has reported. However, in recent 
weeks there has been an increase 
in thefts from parked automobiles, 
including parts of cars stolen as 
well as articles left in cars, and 
also vandalism to cars. These 
thefts are presumed to be com- 


mitted largely by juveniles. 


The police chief told the News 
Review that too many youngsters 
are out at later hours than they 
should be and that he would like 
to. see parents cooperate by requir- 
ing their teenagers to be in their 
homes by a reasonable hour. He 
indicated his personal desire for 
an anti-loitering ordinance re- 
quiring all those under 18 years to 
be off the streets by a certain hour 
(such as 11 p.m.) unless specifically 
going to or from some place. 

Chief Williams was happy to re- 
port that at a special ceremony in 
Baltimore on July he accepted an

Although the city had originally 
planned to borrow the architect’s 
fee from the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency under a federal 
program to improve’ municipal 
facilities city manager Charles Mc- 
Donald disclosed that the fees 
will be paid directly’ from city 
funds. The money would have been 
paid back to the government any- 
way, after the buildings were con- 
structed. 


City Charter Repori 
Received By Council

The final report from the special 
committee appointed last October 
to review the Greenbelt city char- 
ter will probably be dismissed 
by the city council at its regularly 
scheduled meeting on Monday, Au- 
gust 10, according to Mayor Tom 
Canning. Adopted unanimously by 
the committee at a final meeting 
last Thursday night, the final 
draft consisting of nine typewrit- 
ten pages has been submitted to 
the council. The. nature of its speci- 
fic proposals has not been revealed. 

The first review of the charter 
since 1949, this report may mark 
the first opportunity by the citizens 
of Greenbelt to consider and to 
take full responsibility for the 
form of their government since the 
federal government, on December 
31, 1952, turned over its ownership 
of Greenbelt to the residents of the 
community. The original manager- 
council form of administration, 
which Greenbelt continues to use, 
was selected by officials of the 
Farm Credit Administration, the 
federal agency in charge of the 
community, when it was built in 
1937-38, and presented in ready- 
made form to the occupants. 


award from the AAA for Green- 
belt’s record of nine consecutive 
years without a pedestrian death. 
This record has only been equaled 
by Westminster, Md., in this area. 

The police are increasingly en- 
forcing the state law that out-of- 
state cars after remaining in the 
state for more than 30 days must 
have Maryland plates. The only 
exceptions are full-time students 
who are not employed even part- 
time, service personnel, and cars 
registered to business firms or 
companies. More than 200 cars 
were given notices in the past week 
that their owners must obtain 
Maryland registration, and _ the 
police intend to follow up on them. 
The police have also been checking 
on cars in which the light over the 
rear license plate is not working. 
A state law requires that the lice- 
nse plate must be legible at night 
from a distance of 25 feet. 

Chief Williams noted that several 
unlicensed solicitors have been 
caught by the police recently. Much 
of the credit goes to local resi- 
dents who have been aSking. solici- 
tors for their licenses and report- 
ing to police when they are not 
shown.
